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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-3, 8-72, 165-172, 178-179, 183-188 and 211-220 are pending. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/7/2004 has 
been entered. The supplemental IDS submitted on 6/7/2004 has been considered and 
does not affect the patentability of the instant case. However, upon further review 
(search) of the case it is deemed necessary to raise a 102(b) rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by El 
Azzaoui et al. {Tetrahedron Letters (1999), 40(25), 4677-4680}. Cited reference 
discloses three compounds of interest on page 4678 (See compounds 8-10 of Scheme 
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1 ). Said compounds are the same as applicants when applicant's compound formula 
has the following substituents: 

r 2 = r 3 = h, R 2 = R 3 = Methyl, or R 2 = CI and R 3 = H; = R4 = H; Q = CH 2 ; W = 
2-pyridyl; the ring N-Y-X2-X1 = pyrazole substituted by methyl. 

Objection 

4. Claims 3, 8-72, 165-172, 178-179, 183-188 and 211-220 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
